Concerning l>oth of them the Ameru-an 
public is asking the question fraiiK.d 
In the same words—What, is he going 
to do? 


That which Mr. lloosevelt expecrs to 


do immediately at the close of his term 
—penetrate the' heart of equatorial 
Africa—Prince Luigi accomplished t\vc 
years ago. When he returns from the 
most elaborately planned hunting ex- 
pedition ever undertaken by an Amer- 
ican, President Koosevelt will put his 
thrilling experiences in search of big 
gaino iji .a book. 
That is precisely 


what the prince has done in a work en- 
titled, vKuwenzori," which tells how 
in the spring and summer of JOOG he 
went in search of the Mountains of 
the Moon and found them. 


"Ruwenzori." just published by E. 


P. Dutton & Co.. is practically the 
prince's own account of his a seen t of 
the, wonderful mountains whoso sum- 
. inlts are as frigid as the arctic and 
whose bnses are set in the tropical 
verdure of the equatorial region. It 
was not written by the intrepid ex- 
plorer's own hand, but it was com- 
piled from his own notes and put into 
shape under his personal supervision. 
It is the recorded evidence of an 
achievement which puis Luigi of Sa- 
voy at the head of the long list of 
modern mountain climbers. It was the 
feat of a man still young in years who 
was horn with a positive genius for 
perilous adventure. 
His latest Problem a Hard One. 
Ever on the lookout for an opportu- 


nity to fix the flag of the house of 
Savoy on a pinnacle of discovery never 
&aafnrd by any other, he has at last 
cnme face to face with a problem 
which even his undaunted courage 
seems powerless to solve. It is be- 
cause he has been so masterful in all 
his undertakings, so intolerant of any- 
.thing short of the complete victory,' 
that the whole world is asking: \Vhat 
is he going to do? How is this man, 
who has done so much more than liis 
fellows, going (o free himself from iho 
dominion which rank and tradition 
have built about him like a never to 
be surmounted wall? How is he to 
transform the umilled daughter of an 
American senator into a royal princess 
of the house of Savoy? All (ho world 
is asking ho\\-. Xo man has ever made 
the attempt. Is Luigi of Savoy the 
wonder worker who is to <-nnvn li's 
cycle of amazing achievement with 
this consummate social loadjustment? 


Recently an eminent Roman juris- 


consult was asked by f>iio of the mem- 
bers of the royal Itulinn household for 
h<s opinion ns to the possibility of 
such an alliance.

"Absolutely nothing?"' the questioner 


persisted.

It was p!c- 
turexque. but without a shadow of 
foundation. 
The prince hns ne^ei 


shown the slightest inclination ti 
abandon his birthright. lie used tc 
say, however, that he was glad thai 
his father gave up the Spanish throne 


•Perfect Man of the World. 


According to one who enjoys a cer- 


tain familiarity with Italian court hap-, 
penings. the first news of the prince's 
infatuation for Miss Klkins did not 
occasion great surprise at the Quiri 
nal. His whole life hnd been leading 
up to something of the kind. It is per- 
feclly true that (here is not smother 
royal prince in Europe who has hob- 
nobbed so habitually with commoners 
as has tlie Duke of the Abnizzl. He 
began this democratic habit as a lad 
at the nayal academy, choosine his as- 
sociates with a large liberality which 
gained him later the title of the "com- 
moner prince." He quarreled, fought 
and chummed n^ all healthy school-; 
.boys do. oqii.il to ihe best in piny or 
scrimmage, but neier employing his 
rank to obtain :iny advantage. He wa« 
always on friendly terms with all and 
everylx:dy who would and mingled, 
freely with all sorts and conditions of 
men.

Although he Is less familiar to the 


Kalians than the other royal princes, 
they are intensely proud of him on 
account of tl.e glory he has con- 
tributed to the flag. He has been out1 


of thi> country so much that he is al-. 
most a stranger to ihe Italian popu- 
lace, lie goes to Rome so infrequent- 
ly that it would be possible for him to 
walk all over the city without being 
recognised. He is intensely patriotic, 
however, and an ardent believer In 
the future of Italy. When he was n 
lad at the naval academy his mates 
discovered an infallible method of put- 
ting him on the defensive. "How can 
the son of a king of Spain be an Ital- 
ian?" they would cry out from a safo 
distance. 
This sophistical reasoning 


always roused him to great wrath in 
( 


spite of ihe fact that he was born in 
the royal palace at Madrid in the very 
room which Queen Victoria uses as a 
nursery for the crown prince. At that 
time bis father was making his ill 
fated experiment of ruling Spain and 
the Spanish grandey.y.ii- were making it 
so uncomfortable for the -man whom 
they had elected their-ruler by their 
cruel ostracism of his beautiful young 
wife, whoae only fault" was that she 
was not of. the blood royal. At that 
time Prince Luigi was third in succes- 
sion to the Spanish throne. Since the 
ilay his father abdicated and took his 
'broken hearted wife and three little 
boys back to Italy Luigi h:is not set 
foot on Spanish soiL and he declares 
rhnl he never will. 


Eager For Exploration. 


When he was very young the prince 


began to show of what mettle he was 
made. 
His boyish brain was tilled 


with half conceived imnires of the ad- 
ventures he resolved to seek. "I was 
not made to be a prince," lie once con- 
fided to a friend. "I ought to be an 
Arab, to scour the desert, or an Eski- 
mo, to roam among ice fields." 
His 


.nunt, then Queen Margherita. was^ al- 
ways very fond of him and encour- 
aged him in his passion for explora- 
tion. He organized his lirst arctic ex- 
pedition in IfiOO, and it was due to 
Margherita's interest and generosity 
that he was enabled to prepare fur it so 
thoroughly. Long before the expedi- 
tion was equipped his private means 
were exhausted, and it. was the queen 
who provided the- money for the voy- 
tso from her own personal fortune, 
lie has always looked on her ns u sec- 
ond mother and has deferred to her 
wishes in every possible way. 
Her 


iiiik'xible attitude of opposition (o the 
American alliance has been the most 
disagreeable feature- of the entire mat- 
ter for Prince Luigi. 


"\Vhwi he mnde his first visit tc 


Ameri:n. the prince was in his twenty- 
second year. He had already climbed 
the Matterhorn and was on n cruise 
around the world ns a lieutenant on 
board the warship Cristoforo Colombo. 
It was on this cruise that he made up 
his mind to climb to Ihe summit of 
.Mount St. Elias. and in 1«)7 he re 
turned to the United States to put ihni 
project into effect. Four days were 
spent in the climb to the summit, bnt 
it was accomplished, and the youns 
Italinn was the first man t« set foot 
on that dazzling eminence of 1S.OW 
feet. There wer" several Americans in 
the prince's party, but he saw to it 
that none of them was his companion 
nt the last stage of the ascent. He 
wanted nil the siory to belong (o Kaiy 
and succeeded in his patriotic desire. 


Luigi went home and for the next 


two years devoted himself to the study 
of 1he north pole problem. P.y the 
summer of IW) bis plans were, per 
fected. and he sailed with a small par- 
ty from Christ inn in. It was on this 
trip that the prince was so bndlj" fro- 
zen that he wns obliged to suffer the 
amputation of (\vo fiusers rind was so 
ill that he could proceed no farther. 
His courage did not desert him. how- 
ever, and ho directed Captain Cagni.! 


his companion, to take part <>f the 
crew and proceed northward. Thus H; 
wns that the scientific «-redit wa«-r>e. | 
stowed on the prince, who dliecfed tho] 
ndvnnce from his sfH;!«xI. 
I 
Prince Luigi remained at home sev-1 


erai years, n long time ror ji man wiio 
would rather ascend a mountain than 
a throne. The labors of authorship, 
with his regular duties.as an ofliccr of 
the Italian navy, occupied the hulk of 
his time until he was ready to tackle 
the tough proposition,of planting the 
tricolored flag of Savoy on the still 
undiscovered peaks of the Mountains 
of the Moon. These equatorial heights 
were talked about as long ago as He- 
rodotus, and Ptolemy referred to them 
ns containing the sources of the Nile, 
but they were regarded as mythical 
by modern geographers until Sir Sam- 
uel Baker got a glimpse of one of the 
peaks in 1SG4. Twenty years later 
Stanley saw two of the peaks overtop- 
ping the almost perpetual mists in 
which they are enshrouded, but It WHS 
reserved for the Duke of the Abruzzi 
to climb the sixteen highest moun- 
tains of the range and to measure and 
name them all. thereby solving the 
geographical puzzle of the centuries. 


It. is worthy of note that to none of 


these discoveries did 
this .modest 


young explorer give his own name. 
One of the two which he believed to 
have been seen by Stanley he named 
in honor of the dead African explorer. 
His manner of referring to th'e fact 
that he had named the two loftiest 
peaks of the Ruwenzori Margherita 
and-Alexandra when he was address- 
ing the British Geographical society in 
the presence of King Edward showed 
the prince to be an adept at courteous 
diplomacy as well ns in exploration. 


"It was about half past 11," he said 


in describing the ascent of the Ruwen- 
zori. "A fresh breeze blew from the 
southeast. The clouds swept pnss but 
a few yards under us, leaving clear 
only the two peaks that we had left 
nnd the one on which we were stand- 
ing. And to th'esc summits at Ihe mo- 
ment which crowned my efforts I gnve 
the names of Marghoritn nnd Alexan- 
dra in order that under the auspices 
of the two royal ladies the memory of 
two nations may be handed down to 
posterity—of Italy, the name of which 
resounded for the first time on these 
snows in our shout of victory, and of 
England, which in its marvelous colo- 
nial expansion carries civilizhtfon cver- 
to the slopes of these remote moun 
tnlns." 


Quarry of Royal Matchmakers. 
Up to the time of his meeting with 


Kntherine Elkins Prince Luigi hnd 
been so indifferent to the charms of 
femininity that he bad acquired the 
reputation of being a woman hater. 
This, however, he always denied in- 
dignantly, declaring that he was only 
indifferent to social pleasures on ac- 
count of the time consumed in them. 
Although all the royal matchmakers 
in Europe have tried their baud at 
getting him married suitably, he has 
held himself rigidly aloof from every 
proposition of that kind. He and his 
unmarried brother, the Count of Tu- 
rin, now the most, eligible royal bache- 
lors in Enrope, have avoided thus far 
every matrimonial noose which hns 
been prepared for them, Pr'uoc I.'-Jgi 
by a flat refusal to be tak«-n and his 
polished and diplomatic brother by 
methods equally effective, but vastly 
less Irritating to the more or less 
royal mammas of more or less royal 
daughters in search of more or less 
royal husbands. 


This is the man who has declared to 


all the world that the nr-eldf nt of rani: 
will not prevent him from marrying 
the woman of his choice, the qu^f-nly 
daughter of bluff, outspoken Stephen 
B. Elkins, senior senator from Wes* 
Virginia.

rublisher responsible for the outcome of unin- 
telligent copy as it would be unjust to blame the 
soil ior bad seed and poor culture.
